A SEXUAL PERYERT. 


AIlco MitoheU Declared Insane by 


Expert Witneseea 


UHOCKOUTPOR THE PROSECUTiOK, 


Alice Probably Inherited Her Insane 


Temperament from Her Mother— 


A Pit Subject for Medical 


Treatment in an Asylum. 


MF.MPHIB, Tenn., July ST.—Tho oteto 


was "knocked out" yesterday by tho 
testimony of experts in the Alice 
Mitchell case. The first witness, Dr. 
Sale, president of the Mississippi Medi- 
cal association, testified that he exam- 
ined Miss Mitchell no longer ago than 
lout Sundry, and from his covorsatlon 
of the subject he thought she was In- 
sano. 


Dr. J. H. Callendnr, of Nashville, 


medical superintendent of tho Central 
Insane asylum and the' holder of the 
chair of physiology and brain diseases 
in the Vanderbilt university, was tho 
next expert to take the stand. As Dr. 
Callendar was one of the physicians 
who acted as medical expert in the 
Ouiteau case, his testlmong was eagerly 
listened to by all of tho lawyers and 
jurymen. He said that Imwnlty might 
not be inherited, but the insane tem- 
perament could be passed from mother 
to child, or from father to child. 
This temperament Is more likely to be 
inherited from the mother than from 
the father. The flrst fact that im- 
pressed him in contemplation of this 
case was that Alice probably Inherited 
her insane temperament from 
her 


mother. Being of an insane tempera- 
ment, it Is not surprising that on meet- 
Ing Freda Ward, wheu she (Alice) had 
reached the age of puberty, the love 
she had for Freda developed into 
an 
ardent 
passion. 
This became 


more 
and 
more 
a 
passionate 


love 
until 
it 
surpassed 
that 


which a man might hear toward a 
woman. This lovo, being interrupted, 
became a fixed odeluslon. Her whole 
soul and being absorbed in this unnat- 
ural attachment, she became truly a 
sexual pervert. It did not follow from 
this that she was insane, yet this was 
an insane delusion. She told the physi- 
cian in his Interview with her that she 
intended to follow Freda Ward to the 
boat, kill her, and then cut her own 
throat. In her excitement she forgot 
all about carrying out the latter part of 
her i plan. He then stated that he 
thought she was insane, but indicated 
how she might be cured. The witness 
thought she was a subject for medical 
treatment in an asylum. 


In reply to a question from the at- 


torney-general, Mr. Callendar said that 
proper uterine treatment might cure 
Miss Mitchell. The physician 
< stated 


that this was the flrst case of sexual 
perversion that ho ever saw, and he 
thought the subject should bo kept in 
Seclusion. 


Dr. Campbell, superintendent of the 


Eastern Asylum for the Insane 
at 


Knoxvllle, hod been summoned by thq 
btate, but he was placed on the stand 
by tho defense, and he gave it out 
freely that he thought Alice Mitchell 
was Insane. 


Hero the defense rested. 
To-day the state will begin tho task 


of attempting to counteract the expert 
testimony, but the opinion prevails that 
the case is already won by the lawyers 
for the defense.

III the Case of the Ten. Victims of the 


Homestead Blot. 


PITTSBURGH, July 27.—Coroner Mc- 


Mowcll, yesterday afternoon, resumed 
the inquest in the case of tho ten vic- 
tims of the Homestead riot of July 0. 
Much of the evidence taken was iu the 
form of technical description of the in- 
juries sustained by the victims, the 
testimony upon this point being given 
by Drs. Mager, Walker and Zipp, of 
the Homeopathic hospital, and Walker 
McKenna. of the Pennsylvania hos- 
pital. 


Capt O. C. Coons a Homestead mer- 


chant, testified that tho first firing 
came from the boats, lie said that 
when he was rushing down to the 
landing, before the boat had reached 
the mill-yard, O'Donnell overtook him 
and begged h,im to help in trying to 
stop the men from landing without 
trouble. 


The other witnesses were Wm. Mans- 


field, David Lynch, chairman of the 
police; Alfred Gates, an employe of the 
mills; Geo. Rutter, whoso son was 
killed, and Deputy Sheriff Jos. II. 
Gray. The latter testified that' shots 
were fired at the Little Bill all the way 
down the river and that the flrst firing 
came from tho mill men. 


The rest of tho witnesses were about 


equally divided on this issue. Tho in- 
quest will be resumed and finally con- 
cluded on Tue«lay next

there was no truth in the rumor that 
customs duties will be increased, or 
that any new taxes arc to be imposed. 
The government, ho declared, would 
try in every way to foster commerce. 


Sunstrokes In Chicago. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—Yesterday's record 


of sunstrokes and prostrations from 
heat exceeds that of any day for many 
years. Up to 10 o'clock last evening 
seventy-nine cases of sunstroke, four- 
teen of which proved fatal, were re- 
ported to the police, At 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the thermometer regis- 
tered 87, and at 2 o'clock the mercury 
had climbed up to 04, where it re- 
mained until after sundown. 


So numerous were the prostrations 


that It was with groat difficulty thtt 
the suffering people could be taken to 
the hospital. At 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon there wero fifty-six patients at 
the county hospital suffering from sun- 
stroke. 


A Miraculous Discovery. 


ST. PETKIISBUKQU, July 27.—A senso- 


tlon has been caused among the lower 
classes here by the miraculous discov- 
ery of an image of the Virgin in tho 
foundation of the church that is being 
built on the spot where the Czar Alex- 
ander II. was murdered.

THE NEW_JDSTICE. 


The Appointment of Oeo. Shires, 


Jr., of Pennsylvania, 


TO THE BENCH OF THE SUPREME COURT 


Unanimously Confirmed by the Senate 


— Sketch of the Distinguished Gen- 


tleman—Former Associate Jus- 


tices (rom Pennsylvania. 


WASHINOTON, July 37.—The senate 


has unanimously confirmed the nomin- 
ation of George Shiris, Jr., to be an as- 
sociate justice of the United States 
supreme court. 
Tho credit of tills 


unanimous confirmation is due to the 
efforts of Senator Quay. Ho induced 
Senator Cameron to withdraw his op- 
position to Shiras. 


Mr. Rhiras is a native of Pennsyl- 


vania and his father and grandfather 
were also born in the smoky city. The 
father, at the age of 80, is still an ac- 
tive man. 
Early in life ho was a 


brewer, but thirty years ago he retired 
from business. On the maternal side 
Mr. Shiras has also several generations 
of 
{food Pennsylvania stock to 
his 


credit. Ills mother was the daughter 
of Rev. O. L. Pcabody, who was one of 
the most eminent Presbyterian clergy- 
men of his day. 


George Shiraa, Jr., was born in Penn- 


sylvania in 1838. Ho passed creditably 
through the schools of the city and 
then entered Yale college. 
From this 


Institution he was graduated iu the 
famous class of 1808. He won the Ilad- 
ley prlra that year, and waa first In a 
class that included Channcoy M. De- 
pew, 
Justices Brewer and Brown and 


many others who have won distinction. 
Thirty years 
after 
graduation Mr. 


Shiras received from Yale the degree 
01LL.D. 


Before he left college Mr. Shiras had 


decided to become a lawyer. II>s en- 
tered the office of Judge Hepburn, and 
was admitted to practice in 1850. An 
elder brother, Oliver Perry Shiras, had 
settled at Dubuqiie, la , and thero the 
young lawyer went to try his fortune. 
Hedid notremain long in the northwest, 
and in 1853 became a member of the 
Allegheny county bar as the partner of 
his preceptor. The brother remained 
in Dubuque and is now a judge of the 
United States district court. 


Young 
Shiras soon 
proved 
his 


strength as counselor and pleader after 
he located in Allegheny county, and 
for twenty years past none have dis- 
puted his right to be considered the 
leader of a bar whieh has always been 
proud of tli« number of its eminent 
members. During this period ho has 
appeared in nearly every great case 
originating in western Pennsylvania. 


Almost from the beginning tho law 


practice of Mr. Shiras has 
yielded 


large returns. 
Fifteen years ago ho 


•was credited with an Income of $r)it,(>00 
a year. In later years this Imn in- 
creased to not less than *?5,000 a year. 


No member of the bar is more highly 


esteemed for his 
personal qualities 


than is Mr. Shiras. The linos of his 
face indicate sternness, and his manner 
Is dignified, but ho in not nurd to ap- 
proach, f,nd is running over with the 
milk of human klndnosu. Young at 
torneys know that Mr. Shiras is never 
too busy to see them if they want ad- 
vice or assistance, and iu consequence 
they all swear by h'ro. Those with 
whom he associates on equal terms 
known him to be a delightful i-om- 
panion. 


Mr. Shiras was married early in life 


to Miss 
Rebecca 
Kennedy, whoso 


brother is now the Mayor of Allegheny 
City. Two sons, both lending young 
lawyers, blessed this union. Tho Shiras 
homestead is at the cornor of Stockton 
and Sherman avenues, in Alloghany 
City, and is one of the quietly elegant 
residences of the city. Mr. Shiran, Sr., 
makes his home with his distinguished 
son, 
and the home life of the family is 


very pleasant. Mrs. Shiras is a. highly 
accomplished woman, and is much 
sought after 
Neither Mr. Shiras nor 


his wife have ever come to bo consid- 
ered society people, however. Their 
names randy figure in the reports of 
dinners, balls and receptions. 


Judge Shiras is tl.c fifth member of 


the supreme court appointed from the 
state of Pennsylvania. James Wilson 
was appointed by Washington 
and 


served from 1780 to 1T08. Henry Bald- 
win was appointed by den. Jackson in 
1830 and served until 18-14. Robert C. 
Orior, was appointed by President 
Polk after the rejection of the late 
Chief Justice George W. Woodward, 
and served from 1810 to 1870. William 
Strong was appointed ur Grant in 1870, 
and served until IbbO.

Wabaeh 
train, accompanied by George Andrews 
and Fred Anderson of Deoatnr. 
The 


fnneral took place from B8it West North 
avenue this afternoon, and the body was 
removed thence to Rose Hill cemetery 
for interment. 


The deceased was 34 years of age and 


was single. He was an Odd Fellow, a 
member of the Royal Arcanum, the 
Workman society, and the Chicago Brick- 
layers' Union. Hia life was insured for 
$3500. His brother, George, had kept 
up the assessments. Deceased has one 
other brother and a sister in Chicago, a 
sieter at Seattle, Wash., and a sister in 
California. Six weeks ago he left Chi- 
cago, saying he was going to make an- 
other trip to California, and that was the 
last heard ot him until news ot hip death 
oame from Deoatnr in a telegram. Mr. 
Andrews was deeply affected by the gen- 
eral sympathy ot Deoatnr people and the 
marks ot respect shown in memory ot his 
brother. On leaving he remarked to tbe 
REPUBLICAN reporter and friends that he 
hoped in some way to express bis grati- 
tude for kindness shown his brother, a 
comparative stranger in a strange city.
